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Germany Announces Withdrawal

Berlin -via Sayville wireless, Jan. 31—Germany formally serv- 


ed notice on America and on the neutral nations of tbe world to- 
day that she is forced to "do away with the restrictions 
which 


have been imposed upon her fighting means on the sea." 


At the same time the Imperial government urged America's co- 


operation in impressing upon her adversaries the inhumanity of 
their starvation blockade. 


America was also urged to warn Americans against taking 


passage on ships plying in danger zones. 


The note, which was landed to American Ambassador Gerard 


and the diplomatic representatives of all other neutral powers in' 
Berlin today stated complete agreement of the German government 
v/ith the ideas expressed by President Wilson in his address to the 
United States senate. 


Voicing approval of President Wilson's statement as to the 


freedom iof nationalities, the note: pointed out that Germany would 
welcome the freedom of Ireland and India. 


"British imperiousnCss", was discussed in terms of bitter re- 


proach as well as England's "cold blooded accents" in disregard- 
ing "every command of humanity." 


The attempt of the Teutonic power to, bring about peace, the 


note continued, faile^ because of the "lust for conquest of their 
adversaries." 


"They unveiled as their war-aims" the note said discussing 


the allies' refusal of .peace offers, "to dishonor Germany, Austra- 
Hungary,: Turkey and Bulgaria." 


The avowal that the Teutonic powers must hereafter 
"do 


away with restrictions * * * * * in its fighting measures on the sea" 
was preceded by the statement that Germany "must now continue 
the war for existence which has once more been forced upon her by 
using her weapons."

"It affords her great satisfaction to state that the general 


lines of this remarkable manifestation in the widest sense agree 
with the principles and wishes of Germany and her allies. 


"To these belong in the first place the right of self-govern- 


roent and equal rights of all nations. Eecognizing this principle, 
Germany sincerely would welcome it if nations like Ireland and 
India, who do not enjoy the blessings of independence of state, 
now would obtain their liberty." 


"Tee alliances which drive nations into'competition for nege- 


rnoay and intricate them towards any selfish intrigues are likewise 
refused by the German people. On the other bland, it has enthusi- 
astic co-operation for all endeavors which aim at prevention of 
future wars. 


"Freedom of the seas is a preliminary condition for the free 


and peaceful intercourse cf nations, as well as an open door for 
trade and was always the guiding principle of German policy."

"Germany in peace to be concluded with 
Belgium merely 


wanted to take precautionary measures so that that country " with 
which the Imperial'government wishes to live in good neighborly 
relations, could not be exploited by Germany's adversaries for the 
promotion of hostile attempts.

Women of Portsmouth Have Kindly Interest In. Maids' Welfare 


Housing Conditions The Only Draw Back 


• Girls Are Well Paid tad Have All Advantages Offered In Other Cities 


(BY LOUISE GEISWOLD) 
Women 
of Portsmouth 
are 


specially interested in seeing that 
>irls get positions as house maids. 


They talk to and treat them as 


:quals except in the matter of 
•ecreation. 


They do not require an unrea- 
ooable amount of work. 
• 


They offer girls ample time 


iway from their work, but even 
.Then they insist upon the girl 
living with them, they do not is 
many instances give her any in- 
ducement to invite her own as- 
lOciates to her only place' of resi- 
ience. 
, 


Wages are fair, as much per- 


laps as paid in other places. If 
the girl receiving five dollars must 
jay for a room and one or two of 
ler meals, she can't save as much 
w the girl earning three dollars. 


One woman I found would.give 


the use of the parlor to her maid; 
me who believed that no one 
:ould work efficiently, 
if out 


svery night; two did not ask the 
»irl to take care of the baby; only 
two out of 17 ashed for refer- 
snces ; the women preferred young 
[iris whonf they could teach their 
own methods, rather than older 
women who had their own set 
ways; 


All in all, I found the women of 


Portsmouth vitally interested in 
the girl who is compelled to work 
as maid. The women of Ports- 
month showed a. most commend- 
able interest in the maid's wel- 
fare and I am quite certain that 
Portsmouth maids ire surrounded 
with the best of environment and 
offered 
every chance to live 


good lives, everything consid- 
ered. 


Why women of Portsmouth 


have trouble in keeping girls, I 
cannot see, unless the question of 
their recreation proves the crucial 
one. Nowhere could I have found 
women more courteous, thought- 
ful and considerate of my feel- 
ings, as a prospective -employee, 
than I found in calling on the 
various women who advertised 
for "hired girls." '-Many of them 
chatted 'to 'me of their problems, 
called me to witness, whether or 
not their demands were reason- 
able, and showed more feeling to- 
ward me as a human .being, than 
I had been led to suppose from 
reports of women of other cities 
who desired helpers. 


• Every one of the 17 women to 
who.m I talked was anxious to 
help me get a 'job and suggested 
other persons for me to see in 
case they could not use me 
themselves. They presented ad- 
vantages and emphasized their 
concessions to such an extent that 
I almost forgot the disagreeable 
occurrences which would neces- 
sarily be part of the domestic's 
life. 
• ., 
. . 


None of the persons to wnom i 


applied, insisted upon turning 
over the entire household work to 
the servant. At whatever a girl 
works, I believe she must give 
service; measured according to 
the kind of work she is employed 
to "do. She should not be expected 
to care as efficiently for ten rooms 
and six people as she'^vould for' 
five rooms for two. 
I believe she 


should not be expected to do less 
than one woman keeping her own 
home would accomplish. 
. Five persons to whom I applied 
required their 'bread baked, ten in- 
sisted on the ironing and eignt 
on the washing while one wanted 
the girl to do only the: baby's 
laundry. 


All this leaves out the ultra im- 


portant question of proper diver- 
sion from detailed duties. One 
woman .told me that she had no 
desire to inquire into the' moral 
life oJ her employee if she per- 
formed her tasks efficiently. "When 
her work was done the maid was 
mistress of her own time. 


They did not suggest the mat- 


ter of references, these women of 
Portsmouth. Two who mentioned 
the subject were willing to let the 
requirement slide. Nothing, to 
my mind, could be more of a sham 
tban reference-giving.

would 


guess that 99 out of every 100 ref- 
erences given by maids in any 
large city are fake3. So the wom- 
en of Portsmouth show their good 
sense by dropping an empty re- 
quirement. 
.

posed of quickly. My lowest offer 


tt as ?z.au ana mis Housewife ast 
cd proportionately less work thaii 
those who gave more wages. Three 
persons offered $5.00, the highest 
1 found, though 1 am told more 
is paid in some homes where more 
work is expected. ' The .. average 
wage from my list is $3.83. There 
were more offers of $4.00 than of 
any other wage and $3.50 came 
next. 


At four places there 
was no 


rooming accommodation, while at 
two it was left to the pleasure- of 
the maid whether she woultl room 
at the house where she worked or 
go home. 


But after all, the servant girl 


problem will never be correctly 
solved until the needs of a uiaiil 
are taken into consideration in (lie 
construction of homes. She should 
by rights, • have her own room- 
where . she 
can 
entertain her 


friends, and 
thus 
enjoy 
that 


"home 'feeling." 


. Then the: maid can feel that she 
isfa part of that home where she 
is employed, just like the skilled 
employee feels that he is a part 
of that institution that 
pays 


him good wages for his skill. 
Loyalty is just as strong as virtue 
in women as in men, and if a maid 
is given a place in which to en- 
tertain her company without the 
least embarrassment I believe the 
"servanj: girl problem" will have 
beeu solved.
